Spotted And 
Uncertain 

Frosts in Northern Area to 
Cut Production — Some 
(«ood Yields Here 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., May '29. 
(UP) -Spotted — that describes 
the condition of California's fruit 
crop at the present stage of the 
game. 

Varying temperatures and rain¬ 
fall in different parts of the 
state have brought about good 
prospects in some areas and poor 
prospects in others, according to 
E. E. Kauffman, federal-state 
crop statistician. 

Because of the severe frost 
damage to fruits in the northern 
part of the state in April, 1929, 
the conditions are compared to 
the same date rather tnan last 
year. 

Pears Estimated at 87 per 
cent normal. Two years ago it 
was 86 . Pear blight reported 
serious in ail areas, with rapid 
development of the disease re- 
fxirted. 

Cherries About the same a>; 
1928 when the total production j 
was estimated at 18,500 tons. ' 

Plums — Condition varies. In 
Sacramento 'Valley about 80 per 
cent of normal, in San Joaquin 
Valley it is 84, while both SouUi- 
ern California and San Francisco 
bay counties, not heavy pro¬ 
ducers, condition much poorer 
For entire state. 80 per cent as 
compared to 82 per cent in 1928 

Prunes—Crop condition 73 per 
cent of normal as compared wuh 
70 in 1928, 

.\prieots Smallest crop since 
1925 indicated Southern Calif¬ 
ornia. prtHlucing about 25 per 
cent of the crop reports b«st 
condition. 75 per cent of normal 

Almonds -61 per cent of nor- 
.mal compa.-ed with 74 in 1928. 

Walnuts—7? per cent of nor¬ 
mal compared with 73 in 1928. 

Citrus — Heavy bloom reported 
in all areas, which is a good 
sign. 

Grape — Conditions favorable, 
but estimated imposisible until 
the flowering .'tage is passed.

If the spark plug gap is too 
wide the motor wlU be hard to 
start, and it will miss^ quick ac¬ 
celeration.

Luxuriant Lawns Are 
Well Fed Lawns

W E ASK a great deal of the 
tiny plants which must con¬ 
tinue their existence under pecu¬ 
liarly difficult conditions. Lawn 
turf is made up of an infinite num¬ 
ber of individual grass plants 
crowded closely together, permit¬ 
ting fo no soil cultivation, with¬ 
standing wear and tear, and con¬ 
stant removal of their tops by 
cutting, making a constant drain 
upon the soil food. 

Just as the success of the mer¬ 
chant depends upon his stock of 
goods and amount of sales, so 
does the success of the , lawn de¬ 
pend primarily upon its supply 
and liberation of plant food. 
Crops are not made out of noth¬ 
ing. They are composed of ten 
different elements in just the same 
sense that our human bodies re¬ 
quire water, lime, protein, carbo¬ 
hydrates, etc. 

Sandy soil is quickly impov¬ 
erished and if ignored it becomes 
apparent to every passer-by in 
terms of stunted growth and weed 
patches. On such soil entire de¬ 
pendence must be placed upon 
added plant food in organic form. 

It is a mistake to spread weed¬ 
laden manures upon the surface 
of the ground exposed to the sun 
and air. The ammonia nitrogen 
escapes, the bacteria perish and 
the fiber merely mulches the sur¬ 
face. 

The ideal lawn fertilizer is com¬ 
posed of an ample amount of slow- 
acting organic nitrogen, for leaf.

lo years to lake out every 
other tree, then the trees will be 
about 30 by 30 feet apart. 

If we were planting level or 
gently sloping land we would 
plant the trees about 28 feet 
apart in .squares and interplant 
a tree in the center of each 
.square, making each tree about 
20 feet from its neighbors. In 
years to come when the trees 
become too crowded, the center 
trees can be removed. With this 
method of planting, 2.') trees could 
be plantetl on a piece of land 
100 by 100 feet or a little over 
a hundred to an acre. 

We have in mind the Fuerte 
variety, which is the leading com¬ 
mercial variety, when we figured 
out the above distances apart for 
planting. The Fuerte variety is 
a spreading type f)f tree and 
needs room. Some of the tall 
slender type of trees could be 
planted a little closer together.

' Avocado trees, when they come 
from the nursery, are all ready 
to plant out. They will be “bal¬ 
led," that is the roots will be 
' intact in a ball held together 
with burlap and cord. The trees 
ihould be planteu oirlap and all. 
.Never take the burlap off for 
there is gruat danger of the 
eaith cracking away from the 
roots and that would be disaster- 
ous to the tree, iirobably killing 
>■ it. We advise putting a shovel 
of manure in the bottom of the 
hole in which you plant the tree 
but also put at least four inches 
of dirt over the manure .so that 
it can not po.ssibly burn the 
roots. 

Measure the length of the 
“bair’ and the depth of the hole 
and fill or dig the hole to cor-; 
respond, lower the “ball” into the 
hole and fill around it with the

top .soil that was previously dug 
-.out of the hole. Build a basin 
around the tree four feet in di¬ 
ameter, with a wall eight inches 
high, in which should be placed 
.1 mulch of straw and manure 
v.or any vegetable matter. If this 
mulch is .six inches <ieep it is not 
too much. Be sure to irrigate 

the trees well beiore leaving 
them. 

To shade the trees, place four 
.stakes about each tree in a 
.s cj u a r e and just beyond the 
.spread of the limbs and cover 
with burlap on the ea.st, we.st and 
•south sides. This shade should 
be as high as the trees and 
should be left on for a year or 
until the tree has enough foliage 
to shade itself. It is very im- 
portrait that a young avocado 
tree should be shailed from the 
sun for they will surely burn if 
this is neglected. 

DI.STANCF.S APART TO 
PLANT TREE.S: 

There is a wide dilTerence of 
opinion among avocado growers 
as to the most desirable distance ' 
apart to plant the trees. VV« 
believe that .some methoil of In- 
terplanting Ls desirable so that 
there will not be .so much waste 
land for the fir.st 10 years or .so. 
If the trees should become crow<i- 
ed after that the interplanted 
trees could be cut out, but In 
the meantime you would be hav¬ 
ing an income from these trees 
that you would not have if this 
land is left vacant. 

My own orchard is on a hill¬ 
side and I have had the land 
terraced, the terraces being 2.5 
lo 30 feet apart and the trees j 
are planted 15 feet apart on the 
terraces, I am planning in 10

able method of disposing of the 
sitnatlon, and call attention to 
the fact that it Is unlawful to 
start open fires anywhere In this 
district without a permit, and 
that it is unlawful to start a fire 
anywhere North of Grandview 
avenue under any circumstances. 

To Clean 12()() Lots 

They' are charged with the re¬ 
sponsibility ol preventing fires 
that will menace the great San 
Gabriel forest of about 100,000 
acre.s. Sierra -Madre has made 
an appropriation to help carry 
on their work and the city 
agencies have entered into an 
agreement to give any assistance 
desired. 

At Sacramento yesterday an 
order went out to the State High¬ 
way I’atrol directing the arrest of 
all motorists throwing lighted 
cigtirs and cigarets from moving 
vehicles, and of those using the 
muffler-cutouts on their cars. 
Both are niLsdemeanors punish¬ 
able by $.500 tines and a max¬ 
imum jail sentence of .six months. 

Sifiiultaneously new red "No 
Smoking" signs were posted in 
all the mountain and forest areas 
and the co-operation of all muni- 
clptil officers was asked in bring¬ 
ing to justice all violators of the 
law in this respect. 

City Engineer L.ynde has begun 
the po.sting of notice.s on all lots 
from which weeds have not been 
removed. If the imtlccs go un¬ 
heeded for the time specified on 
each one, the city will proceed 
to do tho work anti the cost will 
be added to the next tax bills. 
The cost, it is e.stiniated, will be 
I considerably higher than though 
it were done by the individual 
property owners. 

There are about 1,200 lots that 
will be affected by this ordinance 
in Sierra Madre. The city clean- 
j ed this many last year. The or¬ 
dinance is favored by civic or¬ 
ganizations. 

Lo.s Angeles County last year 
.spent $98t»,902 in forest and fire 
protection. The amount will ex¬ 
ceed that sum considerably this 
year through agreements be¬ 
tween State and local govern¬ 
ments which require contributions 
from the cities.

for the Park Hou.se. ' 

The Council empowered the] 
street superintendant to prepare, 
.specifications for and the city 
clerk to advertise for bld.s for a 
It.j ton truck for the water de¬ 
partment. 

A resolution was adopted for 
the removal of weeds f r c m 
.streets, suiewalks and property 
throughout the City. La.st year 
only 384 lots had to be cleaned 
by the City. In this matter the 
Garden Section of the Woman’s 
Club will act In conjunction with 
the Council be sending out to 
each property owner affected a 
letter stating the situation and 
requesting cooperation In this 
civic enterprise. On Wednesday, 
June 4, at 7 P. i>l., the Council 
will hold an adpourned meeting 
to hear any objections which may 
be offered by property holders.

! You see we didn’t own the land, 
i That country was unsurveyed 
then and the size of your ranch 
wa.s governed 'by the number ot 
cattle you had to range. The 
ranchmen recognized each others 
rights and there wa.s no tress¬ 
passing. 

“Mr. Roosevelt didn’t asxed 
any favors. He told me the first 
day he wanted to be treated just 
like the rest and wanted, too, 
to do his .share of the work. But 
the first thing he wanted was a 
buffalo. So he and my brother 
rode off 60 miles and he was 
lucky enough to get one with this 
gun. Buffalo were .scarce then. 
If he had come out two years 
before he could of found a .5,000 
herd, but in ’81 and ’82 they 
were slaughtered. 

"He liked the rough life and 
did his share. Of course there 
were some things he had to learn 
He could ride well, and it didn I 
take him long to learn how to 
round up and brand. He wa.s 
not so good at cutting cotton 
woods I mean not so fast. 

“When he bought our cattle 
and decided to build a ranch 
house he helped to cut the cot¬ 
tonwoods. One clay he happened 
to hear someone ask how many 
had been cut that day. 

He Cuts Cottonwoods 

“ ’Well,’ said my brother, '1 
cut .56, George cut 54, and the 
boss he beavered 17.’ Roo.sevelt 
knew what beavered meant you 
know how a beaver knaws. Well, 
he didn’t say anything about it, 
but when he come to w'riting hi.s 
own btxik he told about hearing 
that. 

“He bought our cattle and Liicn 
some more and we had about 
5,000 head, just a fair lot. Some 
ranches around us had five limes 
that. He would ride c>ut with 
us, insi.st upon taking hi.s turn, 
and do hi.s full share. In those 
days, of course, we Icxiked upon 
the horse a.s the surest and 
■ only means of transportation. 

! wnen we would go out in the 
loundup eacn man would have 

I ten horses at least, one to ride 
in the morning, another in the 
afternoon, another at night, and 
: lien they would get three day.s’ 
rest before you got around to 
them again. 

His Horse Lays Down 

“We had a horse called Ben 

Butler,’ sort of obsterporous, you 
might say, but Mr. Roosevelt 
I icked him out. He got on him 
r.nd went some way but Ben 
took a notion to act up and the 
finish put Mr. Roosevelt on the 
ground, because the horse decided 
lo lay down. 

■’Mr. Roosevelt’s pride was 

somewhat hurt but he smiled a 
little later at my expense. 1 
decided to fix Ben Butler, so 

\.'e dragged him by the neck till 
he decided to get U[). Then I 
got on him. Well, he went some 
way then that critter pulled that 
laying down stunt on me. That 
\.as a big moment in Mr. Roose¬ 
velt’s ranch experience. 

"He hunted a great deal. 
There were plenty of deer, moun- 
t tin sheep and anleUipe. He 
went West into Montana for griz¬ 
zlies, He spent three monlh.s 
t’le first year with us, came back 
the next year and for some 
years kept coming. Then liis 
career in the East made too 
much demand on his time and 
he couldn’t stay long. He came 
out every year until 1898, when 
he sold the ranch. 

Wired for Recruits 

"When the Spanish war started 
he wired me asking it I could 
raise a company for his rough 
riders. That was easy. 1 wared 
right back we could give him 
all the men he wanted. But we 
never got to go. I guess lie was 
sorry, but the quota was filled 
and we were out of luck. After 
the war they made him governor 
of New York, then vice-president 
of the Lnited Stales and then 
he went to the White House. I 
visited him there three times. 

"Mr, RfXiscvelt said to me one 
day, ’You know the days I spent 
with you on the ranch made mo 
President of the United States. 
If I hadn’t been a cowlxiy 1 
would never have recruited the 
Rough Riders. The Hough Riders 
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made me governor and opened 
the way to Washington and the 
White House,’ And I guess that 
w'as true, too." 

Mr. F’erris picked uji the Viuf- 
falo gun. "This is a hammorle.ss 
Sha’^ii’s,” he said. “The mark on 
the barrel says ‘Old Reliable.’ 
Well, it was that. Mr. Roosevelt 
left this gun at the ranch and 1 
just took possession of it. One 
day I said to him, 'By the way, 
if you want a hammerless 
Sharp’s I'll tell you how to get 
one buy one,’ and he laughed 
and .said I could have this one. " 

Ferris a Land Agent 7 

President Kooseveli appointed 
Sytvane Ferris United States 
Land Agent in Dakota, and made ,■ 
hi.s brother postma.ster at Med- 
ora. A. W, Merrifield, who was 
a partner with the Ferris 
lirothers, when Pvooscvelt arrived 
in Dakota, was made United 
States Marshal in Wyoming. 

Sylvane Ferris came to Sierra 
Madre nine years ago for hi.s 
health. He found it. He is brown 
and rugged-looking. He halves 
his time between hi.s books anil 
hi.s garden. 

“When I came to Oalifornia 1 
went to the seashore,” hi' said, 

"but when I .saw Sierra Madre 
and the hills here 1 decided this 
wa.s the place for me. And it 
has been, too."
